$1 60,000 Residence Ruined 
By Fire on Memorial Day: 


The Gregory Gerling residence on Wakeley Bridge Road 
was destroyed by fire on Monday, May 30. The Grayling Fire 
‘Department was dispatched to the structure fire at 6:31 a.m. 
The home and its contents were valued at $160,000. 
_ The Gerlings were visiting family in Boyne City at the 
time of the fire. The cause of the fire is under investigation. 
Gregory Gerling is a fireman with the Detroit Fire 
Department. 


DNR To Increase Inspections 
_ For Off-Road-Vehicles 


Efforts are underway by the Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) to increase equipment compliance checks 
on Off-Road-Vehicles (ORVs), especially for muffler sys- 
tems lacking the mandatory spark arréstor, which can throw 
off sparks and create a serious wildfire hazard. 

More than 12 percent of Michigan’s wildfires are the result 
of faulty motor equipment on vehicles. Mufflers which lack 
or contain a faulty spark arrestor are the major cause of 
those types of wildfires, according to DNR statistics. 

“DNR conservation officers will be concentrating equip- 
ment checks on ORVs in high use areas to assure compliance 
with the ORV law (PA 319 of 1975),”’ said DNR Law Enforce- 
ment Division Chief Herb Burns. 

ORV equipment violations are misdemeanors carrying a 
penalty of up to 90 days in jail and/or up to a $100 fine. 

Acceptable spark arrestor mufflers, approved by the 


_ U.S. Forest Service (USFS), should contain a visible impres- 


sion of the USFS seal of approval on the spark arrestor. Other 
equipment guidelines in the ORV law require vehicles to 
have both head and tail: lights, hand and foot brakes, a spring 
return throttle and to meet EPA noise/emission standards. '

Klianson Hills Seeks 
Additional 1/4 Mill 


The Grayling Recreation Authority 
(GRA) will be asking Crawford County 
voters to approve a one-quarter mill for two 
years to ‘enhance and maintain additional 
recreational facilities and activities ”’ at the 
Hanson Hills Recreation Area. 

The Crawford County Board of Com- 
missioners. voted 5-1 at their May 26th 
meeting to allow the GRA to put the millage 
proposal before the voters on the Aug. 2nd 
primary election ballot. . 

Passage of this proposal will generate 
between $48,000 and $50,000 for Hanson 
Hills. These funds would be earmarked for 
construction of several sports fields for soc- 
cer, softball, and Little League. 

Scott Remsing, Hanson Hills manager, 
reported the need for the additional fields, 
especially soccer fields, by explaining that 
the 1987 soccer season (the soccer league’s 

_fourth year) consisted of 13 co-ed teams, 


with 154 children participating. 
teams currently share the use of the 
Grayling High School band and football 
practice fields. 

Remsing explained that ‘tee construc- 
tion estimates revealed that a single soccer 
field can cost between $15,000 and $20,000:to 
complete. 

On the same ballot, on a separate 
proposal, the GRA will be asking residents 
to renew a one-quarter mill request for 
maintenance of the Hanson Hills Récreation 
Area. This millage was first approved in 
November, 1984. 

The GRA membership consists of two 
appointees from four agencies:Crawford 
AuSable Schools, Grayling Township, 
Crawford County, and the City of Grayling. 
Each of these eight members then selects a 


. member-at-large. The GRA chairperson is 


Pauline Petrosky. 


Geiss Appointed Commissioner 
To Fill District G Seat 


Donald R. Geiss was appointed by the 
Crawford County Board of Commissioners 
to fill a county commissioner District 6 
vacancy created when John Miller resigned. 
Miller resigned to accept a position direct- 
ing recycling programs based at the Craw- 
ford-Otsego landfill. 

Geiss’ appointment was announced at the 
May 26 commissioner’s board meeting. He 
will be serving to the end of Miller’s term, 


December 31, 1988. Crawford County Com- . 


missioner, Jeannette Kitchen, explained 
that two letters were received in response to 


_ the board’s “public notice of the vacancy. | 
Geiss’ letter indicated that, although he was 


interested in filling the current board va- 
cancy, he did not intend to run for the office 
in November. The Second person who re- 
sponded to the public notice stated that he 
was interested in filling the vacancy and in- 
tended to seek his party’s nomination and 
run for election to the position. The com- 
missioner’s felt that Geiss’ appointment 
would not give any candidate running in the 
fall election an unfair advantage. 


Geiss has been a resident of Crawford. 


County for 20 years. He has worked for 
WQON as their governmental news report- 
er, and has reported for the Gaylord Herald 
Times, and the Crawford County Ava- 
lanche. He continues as a free-lance writér 
for the Gaylord Herald Times and TV 9 and 
10. 

Before coming to Grayling, Geiss was em- 
ployed as an instructional media consultant 
for public schools. He received both his 
Bachelor of Science and Master of Arts de- 
grees from Michigan State University. 

Geiss has served on the Crawford County 
Housing Commission, and the Crawford 
County Social Services Board. He is a mem- 
ber-of the Rotary Clup, and is working on 
promotion and public relations for Camp 
Grayling’s 75th Diamond Jubilee eelehtae 
tion. 

Geiss stated that he feels the 15 years he 
has spent covering the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioner’s meetings as a re- 
porter, gives him knowledge, and under- 
standing that will enable him to contribute 
to the board and thus to the county during 


the next six months.

PAT ROBERTSON, the television evangelist 
who doesn’t like to be called one, was the 
final “active” non-winner in the Republican 
sweepstakes. But even Mr, Robertson says 
he is going to hang on to the 46 delegates he 
won with his $22 million effort right down to 
_ the bitter end. 
_ Mr. Robertson officially ended his run in 
. mid-May, throwing his support to Mr. Bush, 
. whom he identified as ‘“‘a conservative at 
. heart.” Like practically every campaign 
’. loser since the days of George Washington, 
or even earlier, Mr. Robertson said one of 
.. his main purposes was to “speak out on the 
great moral issues of our time,” and he has 
‘done so. 

How about 1992? Graciously, Mr. Robert- 
' gon said that he won’t decide anything until 
after this year’s election, because ‘I hope 
-’ Mr. Bush is elected and then re-elected in 
1992,” 

But, just in case, Mr. Robertson plans to 
. work through a newly-organized political 
' action committee called “Americans for the 
_ Republic,” so he can be “the rallying point 

for future political action by the hundreds of 
_ thousands of Americans who have support- 

ed my efforts.”

Better Evaluation Needed for 
Human Investment Programs 


Michigan has not done an adequate job of 
evaluating its human investment programs, 
such as the Youth Corps and Governor 
James J. Blanchard’s proposed Opportunity 
Card, according to a preliminary study of 
the state’s employment and training 
programs by University of Michigan 
professor Malcolm S, Cohen. 

Findings of the first phase of the three- 
phase study were presented recently to the 
Senate Appropriations Committee. 

The study was initiated by Sen. Doug 
Cruce (R-Troy), who said its purpose is to 
convince the Legislature and Blanchard of 
the need to better coordinate programs to 
get more out of money it spends on em- 
ployment and training. 

Cruce recommends that the Legislature, 
Department of Labor and governor’s office 
join forces to find a common ground to 
establish goals and objectives for the 
programs. 


“J've been concerned for some time that 
some of these programs are needlessly 
duplicating. services. The initial findings 
reinforce what I’ve thought ali along - that 
we must do.a better job of coordinating 
these programs to get the most for the 
money the state spends,” Cruce said. 


Cohen reported that although over $800 


million a year in government funds is being 
spent on 70 programs in the state, not a 
single impact evaluation has been done in 
the last 10 years to determine if the money 
is being spent effectively. 


And, there does not appear to be any. 


proposed initiative which will result in an 
adequate evaluation of the programs, the 
‘report added. 
Blanchard had proposed a Human In- 
vestment System to streamline the systems. 
Failure to carry out such an evaluation

could lead to the waste of hundreds of 
millions of government dollars over the next * 
several years, either because of duplication 
of programs, inadequate targeting of 
programs, failure of programs to achieve 
intended objectives, or because the 


“programs are not any longer relevant to 


current policy priorities, according to the 


~ report. 


In. addition, the report criticized the 
governor’s Michigan Opportunity Card - in- 
tended to help individuals take better ad- 
vantage of the myriad of programs - which 
could prove to be a data processing night- 
mare unless properly targeted. 

“The $80 million already spent by the 
Michigan Employment Security Com- 
mission to automate its systems could seem 
like a bargain compared to the cost of stan- 
dardizing all of the state systems at the 
state and local levels to achieve the ultimate 
objectives outlined by the administration 
for the Opportunity Card,” the report said. 

The Senate Fiscal Agency paid Cohen 
$30,000 for the five-month study, but Cruce 
said he had planned to include the cost of the 
study in the Department of Labor budget 
until House members balked. 

‘I don’t see it as 4 partisan thing. I see it 
as a process to oar better government,’ 
Cruce said. ‘‘We’re not on a witch-hunt here, 
es if there is a witch there we want to find 

t.”’ 

Cruce said when contacted, House 
Speaker Gary Owen (D-Ypsilanti) opposed 
participating in the study because the 
problem has alrcady been studied. 

Cruce said the next phase of the study 
could result in legislation, or the report may 
force the bureaucracy to take a closer look 
at its programs. 

He said the entire cost of later phases of 
the study will be about $100,000.

I bought what I thought was a quality set of files, but I can 
tell they aren’! going to last. Just about every one of them is 
dull, What do you look for when purchasing a set of files? 
Apparently name-brand equipment isn’t all it’s cracked up 


Don't be so quick to write off your files as infetior 
products because they dulled quickly. Many times the pres- 
sure you put on them while you’re working will shorten the 
life of the file. If you put too much pressure on your work, 
you run the risk of chipping the teeth or edges as well as 
clogging up the spaces between them. Too little pressure, on 
the other hand, will dull the file in a surprisingly short 
amount of time, The art of filing is to keep just enough pres- 
Sure on the file to keep it cutting. 

When you purchase a new set of files, make sure you buy 
files designed for the type of work you need them for, 
Another way to ruin even the best-quality file is to try to get it 
todo more than itis capable of doing. 

I had some plumbing work done recently, and noticed a 
few of the drainable valves were put in backwards, Will that 
cause any problems down the road?

Road Vehicle (ORV) 
registration is required for 
those vehicles also 


registered under the Motor 
Vehicle Code. The vehicles 


-in question would be.4-wheel. 


drive pick-ups, _ jeeps, 
motorcycles and the like 
which have a valid license 
plate for highway travel. 
Basically, an ORV 
registration is required 
whenever a vehicle is being 
operated where a common 
four wheeled vehicle is not 
capable of going. For exam- 
ple, if a personis capable of 


traveling a forest road witha 
typical family type 
automoblie, there is na need 
for an ORV sticker on any 
vehicle, as long as it has a 
valid license plate. 

If, however, a standard 
type four wheeled: vehicle 


cannot traverse the trail, an 
ORV registration would be 
required. 

It was the intent of the 
legislature that on forest 
roads capable of sustaining 
conventional drive, four 
wheel vehicle operation, 
only a license plate be re- 
quired, and on any which 


could be traversed only by a 
4-whee! drive vehicle, motor- 
cycle, 3-wheeler or the like 
an ORV registration would 
be required, even if the 
vehicle was licensed for the 
road. On forest roads whose 
conditions vary seasonably, 
an ORV registration would 
not normally be required. 


Of course, an ORV 
registration is required on 
any vehicle which does not 
have a valid license plate. 
And with or without an ORV 
slicker, vehicles. must stay 
on established trails.
